| Hingston Down Consuls, Devon Great Consols, Bedford United, and Wheal

On Saturday evening Mr. William Abbott, of Tokenhouse Yard, the | 
well-known and successful stockbroker and financier, entertained a | 
large number of the northern shareholders of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way of Canada to a grand banquet at the new City Hall, Eberle Street, 
Liverpool, in commemoration of the success of that railway.

REMARKS.— During the past week activity has prevailed upon the 
metal market, and prices have for the most part remained strong, 
while at times increased rates have been realised. There continues 
a buoyant tone, and if the speculative demand has not obtained such 
dimensions as was anticipated, it does not arise from any deficiency 
in the regular and bona fide demand, for legitimate trade has been 
particularly good, and there seems every prospect of a further expansion in this 
branch of the trade. The somewhat uncertain state of politics may perhaps 
have borne some check to investors effecting purchases, and until a settlement 
be made with regard to Irish affairs a feeling of hesitation may perhaps con- 
tinue to pervade the markets; but, as the Government is giving the matter 
their special attention, it isto be hoped that some speedy and satisfactory set- 
tlement will be made, and thus entirely restore confidence amongst would-be 
operators. However, the markets do not lose anything by being deprived of 
any extra speculative orders ; in fact, it is more advantageous to the trade at 
large that only a moderate amount of speculation should be going on, for with 
an excess in speculation prices are not only invariably pushed up against con- 
sumers and shippers, but’ manufacturers too often get their books filled with 
contracts, for which there is difficulty in obtaining specifications, and are conse- 
quently placed in a position whereby they are unable to take orders when de- 
livery is a matter of consequence, 

The sharp reaction which occurred in the markets towards the end of the first 
quarter of last year, and the heavy losses which many operators incurred 
thereby, causes them now to be more careful before committing themselves to 
further contracts, and in such cases where prices have been advanced during the 
last few months speculative enquiries are comparatively slack, and the amount 
of business doing is, consequently, not of such an extensive character as at the 
corresponding period of last year, Nevertheless, there is little or no falling off 
in the legitimate demand, and ifshipments donot compare favourably it should be 
remembered that last year heavy quantities were shipped to America over and 
above the actual wants of that market, whereas now there is very little doing 
with America; but the demand for other markets is greater than it was at the 
corresponding period of 1880, The English markets were unable to respond to 
the rise which was effected last year, but on account of their bountiful crops, and 
as prices are now more favourable to buyers than they were a year hence, orders 
from that country are more plentiful, and to a great extent make up for the defi- 
ciency in the American demand, ‘There is a proposition afloat that a railway 
will be constructed between America and Mexico, which, if carried out, must 
necessarily considerably increase the demand for iron, and this has given great 
tone to the markets, and manufacturers generally are becoming firmer in their 
quotatious, in sowe instances refusing orders at last week’s rates, 

Corprer.—-This market has not undergone much change, but as 
buyers have shown less disposition to make purchases, prices have 
assumed a somewhat easier tendency. Notwithstanding the re- 
duction which was made in the visible stock on the Ist inst., the 
market is still in too heavy a condition to form much inducement to 
buyers to renew buying to any material extent, so to ensure the maintenance of 
the market it seems necessary that a continuance of curtailed supplies from all 
sources is necessary. The charters for the first half of the month from Chili are 
announced as only 1500 tons, and although this has given some slight tone to 
the market, yet buyers have not displayed much eagerness to recommence 
operating, and transactions both for speculative and legitimate account have 
been rather limited, The opening price for Chili bars on Monday was 62/. to 
62/, Ss., remaining steady throughout Tuesday at these figures, but on Wednesday 
the market gave way, cash parcels selling from 61/. 17s. 6d. to 62d, 2s. 6d., and 
showed little change yesterday, quotations being at 61/. 15s. to 62/. 5s., and closes 
to-day at 61/, 17s. 6d. to 62/, 2s. 6d. In the manufactured trade there is not much 
doing, the improved prices of the last week or two having to a great extent 
checked business. There are not many enquiries either for copper or yellow

6d., 
but as buyers were not very plentiful the market became weaker towards the 
close, and a reduction of 3d. to 6d. was made in prices. 

The quotation for delivery during the first quarter of the year was 41s. 9d., and 
there were numerous enquiries for forward prompts. Holders of warrants do 
not press sales, although Connal’s stock is increasing, that held on Tuesday being 
130,774 tons, or an increase of 2834 tons. Shipments since the turn of the year 
have been rather small, but they are expected to increase as the season pro- 
gresses, The shipments of pigs last week were only 11,371 tons, but the de- 


It is fully expected that the demand for ship-plates will further increase 
not only for the North of England, but also for other parts. There is not very 
much doing in bars, which have undergone very little change in price, being 
quoted at 5/.

In other 
descriptions there was no change, the demand being steadily maintained, and 
sellers continue firm at previous quotations. 

There continued to be a fair amount of business carried through on the 
market at Sheffield, and the prospects of the trade are said to continue to im- 
prove. Quotations for finished iron keep firm, and the demand is brisk. There 
has been a good business doing in the Welsh districts, although the trade has 
not yet assumed so much briskness as is expected it will do later on in the 
year; and there appears strong indications that the demand from South 
America, Canada, Colonial and Continental markets will assume greater dimen- 
sions shortly. According to advices from New York, there has been a steady 
market for Scotch pig, and quotations are the same as last, being $22°50 for No. 1 
tlengarnock and Gartsherrie, $23°50 for Coltness, and $21°50 for Eglinton.

EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY ACT. | 

The past week has been a somewhat eventful one in the brief his- 

tory of the operation of the Employers’ Liability Act. The PRIME 
MINISTER has been addressed upon the subject; the ATTORNEY- | 
GENERAL has been questioned with respect to it; the Miners’ Con- 
ference sitting at Manchester has taken it up warmly, denouncing 
the efforts made by employers to contract themselves out of it ; we 
have had a report of the first case tried under its provisions ; and, to 
sum up the list, we find notice has been given in the House of Com- 
mons that a Bill will be Mtroduced to amend the Act as it now 
stands. Several large mineowners have contracted themselves out- 
side of the Act since it came into operation, but the great bulk of 
the miners have refused to co-operate with their employers in a mu- 
tual scheme of insurance, although it would be to their advantage to 
do so. The miners’ associations appear determined to have the Act 
carried out as it stands, with perhaps one or two exceptions of minor 
importance. Mr. W. PicKARD, the miners’agent at Wigan, has been 
most indefatigable in his efforts to get the men to insure, on the em- 
ployers paying a large percentage on the contribution of the men, 
pointing out to them that by so doing they would not only have a 
fund to fall back upon in case of accident but one that would be 
available in sicknessand death. The result of his efforts was that he 
was mobbed by the miners at Wigan for the exertions he had made } 
in what he believed to be their interest.

With respect to further legislation, it is evident that the subject 
during the present session, pressing as the business is, will not be al- 
lowed to lie dormant. Mr. MACDONALD, M.VP.; Mr. Burr, M.P.; 
and others of the House of Commons have already intimated their 
intention to amend the Bill. Mr. MACDONALD at the Manchester 
Conference during the present week strongly condemned the powers 
given to employers and workmen to render the Act a complete 
nullity, and so did most of the other delegates present, who repre- 
sented nearly 300,000 miners. The Member for Stafford proposes to 
bring in a Bill, similar to the one he had before formulated, so that | 
contracting out of the Act would be impossible. He will endeavour | 
to make the claim of the workman for compensation against the 
employer in case of accident recognised despite any contracts that 
may have been entered into to the contrary. He will have the sup- 
port of a good many members who voted for the present Bill, con- 
sidering that it was a compulsory one. It will then be seen what 
steps the Government will take, and whether the ATTORNEY- 
GENERAL'S opinion that further legislation on the subject was not 
intended, or would not be supported by her MAJEsty’s Ministers, is 
really his own opinion only or otherwise. He, however, stated in 
his reply to Mr. MACDONALD that the Government were watching 
the operation of the Act with a view of obtaining experience as to 
the necessity of extending its provisions, and that his attention had 
not been drawn to any cases of compulsory contracts to evade the 
provisions of the Bill. Such no doubt will now be pointed out to 
him, and it will then be seen what action he will take, and whether 
his opinion in consequence will be modified as to any further legis- 
lation. We should, however, say that where employers offer a liberal 
percentage on the subscriptions of the men the latter will be better | 
off than they would be by keeping within the Act, and this we be- 
lieve will be shown in time when the question of compensation has 
settled down, and left to work itself free from all agitation. Mr. 
MACLIVER, we may also say, has given notice of his intention to 
bring in a Bill to amend the Employers’ Liability Act; we presume 
as regards contracting out of it, which appears to be the only sore 
spot of the measure which was passed in the interest and at the re- | 
quest of one class only. 

The first case in which the Employers’ Liability Act was called | 
into requisition was a singular one, and was tried at Hull on Satur- 
day last befcre the Recorder. The master of a Board school acci- 
dently dropped a pen from his desk, which fell on to one of the boy’s 
eyes, depriving him of the sight of it. An action was brought for 
compensation under the Act, and evidence having been given (there | 
being no denial of the fact) the Recorder held that the case came | 
within the provision of the Employers’ Liability Act, so that the | 
School Board was liable for the act of the master, who was a person | 
in authority under it. Such being the case 100/, damages were 
awarded against the School Board.

THE VENTILATION OF MINES. 
WATER AND STEAM 
In giving the various known systems of ventilating mines we now 
come to the last—water and the steam jet, which have been in use 
in several places, and can be made effective under certain circum- 


After explo- 
sions it has been found most advantageous when thrown down the 
On one occasion we re- 
collect being present after a terrific explosion, in which nearly 200 
persons were killed, when the water sent down the shaft, without 
any other aid whatever, produced about 17,000 cubic feet of air per 
minute, and afterwards, when there were no impediments in the way, 
nearly twice that quantity, the variation being caused by the action | 
of the cage and water tub and the changes of barometrical pressure. | 
Water has been an effective ventilating agent in some of the Cornish 
mines, where the water tub isso constructed that the water flows from 
the launder bricks on to the iron bars, so getting hold of the air in 
its stream, the air passing off by the trunk, the water collecting and 
overflowing from the cistern. Jets of water have been adapted for | 
the purpose of ventilating galleries in mines at considerable distances 
from the bottom of the downcast shaft, the air being brought down 
by means of wooden trunks. There was arose by means of which 





'the water entered and passed down anfordinary pipe, and was dis- 


charged under considerable pressure through other roses placed in 
the centre of the water trunk. Under such circumstances the water 
will issue like condensed steam from the holes made in each of the 
roses, and in one case we are told the air attained a velocity in 700 
yardsof piping of 600 lineal feet per minute, and kept the ends atfall 
times clear of powder smoke, the expenditure of water being less 
than six gallons per minute. The system can be applied in several | 


| ways, amongst others by arranging a series of jets in the area of shaft 


either to force or exhaust the air of a mine. A pumping-engine has 
also been found to act well in ventilating mines, and, as we have 
already stated, isa most economical power, more especially when 
used in connection with small concerns, and where the water escapes 
under great pressure it can be advantageously applied to ventilate 
the hot ends of metalliferous mines. It can also be beneficially ap- 
plied in a mine where there is more pumping power than is required, 
or where the water, after performing its work, can flow out to the 
surface by means of an adit level. In all cases where used in con- | 
nection with mining operations it cools the air, and has been suc-

2ach in diameter, to a depth of 126 yards increased the furnace ven- 
tilation in one of the districts from 8394 cubic feet per minute to 
11,565 cubic feet. Under almost any circumstances water is a valu- 
able agent in connection with mining where it can be directed in 
connection with the ventilation. Where it percolates from the higher 
part of a shaft the ventilation is considerably quickened, because the 
water in falling draws the air with it, and so directs the currents de- 
scending the length of the walls to the spot where the water falls, 
while the ascending currents place themselves near to the centre, or 
by the opposite side. It may, however, be said that not much atten- 
tion has been paid to water for ventilating purposes, excepting in 
cases of emergency, yet there is no ground why it should not be more 
extensively adopted for mining purposes, seeing that it is so cheap 
an article, and so easy of application. 

The steam jet is well known to most mining engineers, being closely 
allied to the furnace, when the steam is made to issue from near the 
bottom of the shaft, for then the temperature and aqueous vapour 
aid in rarefying the ascending air. The steam jet was in use many 
years ago, butas a ventilating power it was first brought under notice 
by Mr. GURNEY in giving evidence before a committee of the House 
of Commons, sitting with respect to the prevention of accidents in 
coal mines. He described the steam jet as acting by impulse and in 
partial vacuum. The late Mr. MAcKkwortH stated that the steam 
formed a cone, which with the jet having an orifice of one-eighth to 
one-fourth an inch in diameter, and a pressure of from 30 to 40 lbs. 
in the boiler, was 1 ft. 6 ins, in diameter at 4} ft. from the jet pipes. 
Its most economical effect was obtained when surrounded by a 
cylinder not exceeding the diameter named, and whose length was 
about eight times the diameter. The steam jet has been strongly re- 
commended asa valuable auxiliary to the furnace, and when the latter 
At 
one time the Seaton Delaval Colliery was considered a most success- 
ful instance of steam jet ventilation, but as the temperature of the 
upcast shaft was 88° hotter than the downcast, caused by four under- 


| ground boilers with fires and gas retorts, there must have been a good

| liamentary Committees on Mines in 1849 and 1852. It was considered 


by some persons as most eflicient and economical, but these views 
were dispelled by a series of experiments on an extensive scale at 
the instance of the late Mr. NicHOLAS Woop, who was considered 
the Nestor of mining engineers, and who was most indefatigable in 
eliciting the relative value of the various modes of ventilating mines, 
and whom we recollect meeting for the first time on the occasion of 
the Lund Hill explosion, which up to 1857 was the most destructive 
on record. The experiments made by Mr. Woop in the largest mines 
in the North of England placed the steam jet and other systems of 
ventilation in their proper places. 

At the Hetton Colliery, where some experiments were made, 37 
jets } in. in diameter exhausted the steam at 40 lbs. pressure from 
two boilers with hemispherical ends 5 ft. 6 in. in diameter and 26 ft. 
long, which evaporated 1174 cubic feet of water per hour, consuming 
for the purpose 25} lbs. of coal per minute. The jets were arranged 
uniformly in tubes in the area of the bottom of the shaft. The 
downcast and the upeast air were respectively at 46° and 90°, there 
being a difference of 44°. The quantity of air averaged 159,913 cubic 
feet per minute, at a drag of 4:15 lbs. to the square foot, equivalent 
to 20°12-horse power of useful effect, and subtracting 11-horse power 
as the work due to natural ventilation, the useful effect obtained 
from the jets, including the increased temperature, was 0°36-horse 
power for each pound of coal consumed per minute, one-fourth only 
of the economy of the furnace. At the Tyne Main Colliery some 
experiments were made with 61 jets which were 3-16ths of an inch in 
diameter. They were placed in cylinders 6 ft. long and 11 in. in 
diameter, close to the top of the shaft, the space between the cylin- 
ders being closed. Two boilers, 36 ft. long and 6 ft. in diameter, 
consumed 20-048 lbs. of coal per minute, aud evaporated 109 cubic 
feet of water per hour, equivalent to the same number of horse- 
power. It was found that 109-horse power expended in steam only 
produced 2014-horse power—less than 2 per cent. of useful effect. 
Using fuel as the standard of comparison, the economy of the fur- 
nace was eight times greater than the furnace. An addition of 20° 
to the temperature of the upeast by the consumption of 2 lbs. of 
coal per minute instead of 20} lbs. would have yielded the same 
amount of ventilation—49,500 cubic feet per minute. It is, however, 
considered, owing to the small cost at which the jets can be applied 


| toa shaft, it will be found a convenient mode in which to apply ven- 


tilation in the sinking of a shaft, or other work of a temporary cha- 
racter, where there is a spare boiler. The steain jet, it is evident, is 
not an economical ventilator, especially as regards large mines, but 
it will be found a good auxiliary in many cases, as it is easily avail- 
able and not costiy in application—items of some importance, more 
particularly with respect to small mines.

UNDERGROUND WATER DAMS. 

At a meeting of the North Staffordshire Institute of Mining and 
Mechanical Engineers, held at Stoke-upon-Trent, on Monday even- 
ing (Mr. J. Lucas, one of the vice-presidents, in the chair), a paper 
| was submitted by Mr. George Hunter, on “ Underground Water 
Dams,” of which the following is an abstract :—As dams have been 
used for different purposes we may first notice that it has sometimes 
been necessary to put them in places which have been driven through 
barriers between adjoining properties, worked by means of shafts 
sunk upon one of them, in order on the expiration of leases, or when 
required by other circumstances, to protect the colliery which may 
be continued at work from any influx of water from property the 
connection of which with the colliery has ceased. Dams are some- 
times rendered necessary by other causes, as in driving into new dis- 
tricts the exploring places may meet with water in such quantities 
that it may be necessary to keep it back, and there have been cases 
where it was expedient to dam back influxes of water occasioned by 
pillar working, and in other mines as well as collieries dams are not 
unfrequently Lecessary from the above or similar causes, 

Various plans of dams have been devised, having for their object 
the resistance of great pressure of water. The first which I shall de- 
scribe is I think the best, and one which with modifications, accord- 
ing to circumstances, may be applied in most cases where any dam 
is capable of being effectually placed. I allude to the frame-dam. 

Before putting in a dam it is necessary to select with creat care a 
| situation where the strata are in a perfectly sound state, and free 
| from faults of every description. As, of course, in preparing such a 
| place for the insertion of a dam the use of gunpowder is not advis- 
able, but as it is sometimes impossible to cut out a place fora dam 
in very hard rock with nothing but the pick, I have applied a mak- 
ing up of brickwork put in with cement after the roof, &c., have been 
blown down or removed before the frame-dam is put in, and then 
the frame must be made to fitinside the brickwork. The frame-dam 
consists of pieces of fir wood or pitch pine, carefully dressed with a 
taper diminishing from that end of each piece nearest to the pres- 
| sure of water to that end nearest to the workings which it is de- 
signed to protect ; and as in proportion to the radius of the sweep 
| of the damp will be the ratio of taper it will be necessary to deter- 
| mine upon this, and after projecting it upon a floor at the surface 
the pieces of timber of which the dam is to be formed may be dressed 
there, and properly numbered before being taken into the mine, 
before which they should also be thoroughly dry. 
| The length of the pieces must depend upon the pressure which the 
dam is required to resist, and also upon the area of the dam itself. 
They must vary from 3 ft. to 8 ft. in length, and the radius of the 
inner circle may be from 18 ft. to 30 ft. Since it has been found 
that, notwithstanding the most severe wedging, the pressure is some- 
times sufliciently great to force the whole dam forward, it is advis- 
able to increase the area of the dam by extending it further into the 
solid, that its seat may be continued of its tapering from, say, 3 ft. 
further back than the face of the dam. While the dam is being put 
in it is necessary to have three metal pipes inserted in it—one about 
1 foot from the bottom, sufficiently large to allow the feed of water 

to pass through, or, if the feeder be very large, perhaps two may be 
| preferable; another about 18 in. in diameter, 2 ft. from the bottom, 
for allowing the ingress and egress of the workmen during the in- 
sertion and wedging of the dam; and a third, which may be 1 in. 
in diameter, and placed near the top. This last should be continued 
of lead or iron piping to such a level as will outset the water. A 
layer of tarred flannel or some other sticky substance may be placed 
| all over the bottom and up the sides as you build the dams, inserting 
the pipes as above until the whole isclosed up. The feeder must be 
conveyed by means of boxes or wood piping to the water-pipe going 
through the dam, so that the bottom of the dam may be as accessible 
|to the wedges as any other part. The wedging is now commenced 

on the inside with five wedges, 12 in. long, 3 in. broad, 1 in. thick at 

the head. After these have been driven in at all the joints, sides, 
|and round the pipes, other wedges are driven in of diminished size, 
as long as they can be enterel. The wedges must be perfectly dry.

PREVENTION OF COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS. — With a view to the 
prevention of explosions, a South Wales coiliery proprietor, Mr. 
Thomas Jones, of Maendy House, proposes thatan independent main 
return airway should be driven in the seam of coal immediately above 
the seam actually being worked at every colliery; that this return 
and branches should be carried in advance of the workings of the 
seam, and that a ventilating pit should be sunk at each 300 yards 
from the return and branches to the seam already alluded to. No 


men should be employed in the seam through which the main return | 


is being driven with the exception of those absolutely required to do 
this work. By sinking the pits at the distance indicated (300 yards) 
Mr. Jones considers that the blowers of gas would be drained out 
of the coal and into the ventilating pit, thus rendering the seams 
worked perfectly free from danger—even with the use of naked lights. 
No returns should be carried in the seams at work, but merely from 
pit to pit, and as soon as the second pit in succession is reached the 
temporary return should be closed. This will render permanent 
doors on the intakes unnecessary. Mr. Jones’sappears to be a slight 
modification of the ordinary German Wettersohle system.

| THomMAs Etrogp.—The sudden death on Sunday of Mr. Thomas

In politics he was a staunch Con- 
servative, and in all matters municipal he was thoroughly practical 
and outspoken. In private intercourse he was most genial, and as an 
employer of labour his loss will be much felt, and we are sure that 
the town deeply sympathise with his wife and family in their sad 
bereavement. 

WILLIAM HENDERSON.—Chemical metallurgy has lost a worthy 
representative in Mr. William Henderson, of Irvine, who died on his 
way home atthe Langham Hotel, London, on Dec 31. He was born 
at Westmuir, Glasgow, in 1827,and after studying chemistry in Edin- 
burgh for two years, he was in 1848 appointed chemist at the London 
Copper Works, where Napier’s patent was in use, and since then he 
has been connected with copper-smelting in different parts of the 
country. In [857 Mr. Henderson made his discovery of improve- 
ments in the “ wet process ” for the extraction of copper from Spanish 
pyrites and other cupreous ores. By this process the sulphur, which 
was previously lost, was saved, and the discovery of it made quite a 
revolution in the chemical trade, and created a new and very exten- 
| sive industry. In 1862 the British Metal Company commenced using 
| Mr. Henderson’s process, and in 1868 they amalgamated with the 
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Tharsis Sulphur and Copper Company, one of the most profitable 
mines of the day, and one which has conferred immense benefits on 
the alkali trade. As the largest employer of labour in the town, he 
was greatiy respected by his workmen, who now mourn the loss ofa 
kind and considerate master. In private life Mr. Henderson was 
appreciated as a man of high literary taste. His death will be widely 
regretted. 2 





THE INDUSTRIAL RESOURCES OF CIUDAD 
BOLIVAR, VENEZUELA. 

Although the Orinoco rolls its vast volume of waters through 
numerous channels, strictly speaking only three of them are available 
for navigation, the Pedernales Channel, the Macareo Channel, and 
the Great Mouth or ship channel, situated between Cape Savaneta 
and Barima on one side, and several low islands to the northward, 
the outermost of which is called Cangrejo, or Crab Island. The 
entrance to the bar requires careful navigation, as the land is very | 
low, and similar all along the coast, and it is only by constant | 
sounding that the right course can be ascertained, as both to wind- | 
ward and leeward is found hard bottom, and at the entrance or bar, | 
soft mud. After all the danger is past, says Vice-Consul Mathison, | 
who supplies the report, the pilot comes on board. The navigation | 
to the interior, when the river is high, is carried on by steamers of 
light draught, and by flat-bottomed launches of from 20 to 30 tons 
burden. The water communication with all parts of the interior is 
very extensive. Via the Orinoco one can go upas far as the Rio | 
Negro in small craft, and from the Rio Negro, the Amazon can be 
reached by way of the Cassiquiare. It is scarcely credible that a 
port like Bolivar, which has naturally such a vast and wonderful 
interior water communication, even it might be said to the heart of 
the Republic, and as far as New Grenada, should have decreased in 
late years its export trade. The cause, however, is plain enough ; it 
is, in fact, entirely owing to the incessant civil disturbances, which 
have distracted this country for many years past. 

Gold is the chief, and almost, it may be said, the only industry of 
the state, on which both public and private incomes more or less 
depend. Absorbing as it does almost all the labour of the State, by 
offering superior inducements, it renders every other enterprise 
entirely hopeless.

A fair average of the yield of the quartz of the different companies 
24 ozs. the ton. A new gold field, said to be of vast extent and rich- 
ness, has been recently discovered at a place called Cicapra, about 
150 miles from this city, and 50 miles north-east of Caratal. A good 
deal of gold has been obtained lately from this locality, but this has 
only been surface gold. According, however, to the opinion of ex- 
perienced mining engineers, who have visited that district, it is likely 
to become if properly developed amongst the richest of these auri- 
ferous regions. As no statistics are ever published by the Govern- 
ment respecting the import and export trade and mining industry, 
consequently all information that can be obtained is from private 
sources, which is never so complete as that supplied by official returns.

UNITED STATES FINANCE.—An interesting account of the progress | 
of banking enterprise in the United States is given in the Annual Re- | 
port of the Comptroller of the Currency to the third session of the 
46th Congress. ‘The dividends paid show a satisfactory increase, and 
the ratio of earnings to capital and surplus for the year ending Sept. 
1 was 3:94 per cent., being higher than in any year since 1875, and 
what is still more satisfactory is that during the last five half-years 
the improvement has been continuous —2'31, 2°58, 2°96, 3:70, and 4:18. 
The New York Free Banking Act, which authorised the banks of that 
state to issue currency, without regard to capital, upon the deposit of 
the necessary amount of bonds, although giving elast icity is not re- 
commended as a federal measure. Mr. John Jay Knox, the comp- 
troller, has kindly forwarded the report from which these figures are 
taken, and which can be obtained through Messrs. Triibner, of Lud- 
gate Hill. Since Nov. I, 1879, there have been organised 57 national 
banks with an authorised capital of $6,374,170, to which $3,662,200 
in circulation notes have been been issued, Three banks, with 
$700,000 capital in all have failed, but dividends of 65, 80, and 90 
per cent. have been paid to the creditors during the year and since 
the date of failure. The tablesare altogether very comprehensive, 
and the amount of information given is very great.

fiying energy is being displayed by the director of the United States 
Geological Survey, Mr. Clarence King, and his first annual report to 
the Secretary of the Interior has already been made. It is understood | 
that during the coming season there will be compiled no less than 12 | 
volumes of practical and general geology, &c., as the results of the 
work already accomplished during the one and a half first seasons } 
which have elapsed since Congress provided for the organisation of 
the survey. Among these volumes will be an elaborately practical, 
as well as scientific treatise upon the precious metals, by Clarence 
King; the geology and mining industry of Leadville, Colorado, by 
$. F. Eumons; the history of the Comstock lode, by Eliot Lord ; the 
geology of the Comstock lode, by Geo. F. Becker; the mechanical 
appliances used in mining and milling on the Comstock lode, by 
W. R. Eckert ; the geology of the Eureka mining district, Nevada, 
by Arnold Hague; lesser metals and general mineral resources, by 
Rothall Pumpelly. “ Lhave so arranged the initial work of the survey,” 
says the report, “that special volumes on the most important geological | 
subjects and mining industries in the four western divisions of the 
survey shall be brought to prompt publication. Among the great 
numbers of mining districts which merit rigid investigation I have | 
chosen three, which more than others seem to offer harvests of 
technical information of which the mining population stands in | 
immediate need.” Leadville, the extraordinary district in the middle 
of Colorado; Eureka, Nevada, which for 15 years has been the most | 
productive silver lead district in America; and the incomparable 
Comstock lode are chosen as the first three districts to be illustrated 
by special monograph.

ELIMINATING IMPURITIES IN THE ROASTING KILN. 


It is a well known fact that the greater part of the American iron 
ores low in phosphorous in this country, mainly magnetites, are rich 
in sulphur, silicious, dense, refractory, and can only be used in their 
native state in limited quantities, mixed with other ores, for the pro- 
duction of higher grades of metal. Being largely interested in these 
ores, and recognising the importance of their more extensive utilisa- 
tion, and believing that good calcination was practicable, Mr. W. J 
Taylor, of Chester Furnace, New Jersey, began to experiment in this 
direction some five years since. A review of what had already been 
done in this direction furnished nothing that could be taken asa 
starting point. In America a few spasmodic efforts had been made 
to roast ore, by mixing with it small coal or breeze, in what might be 
called lime-kilns of various kinds, but all with the same result. Irre- 
gular heating, and consequent clinkering, took place as soon asa 
temperature was attempted high enough to accomplish anything like 
a rapid and comparatively complete oxidation of the sulphur and 
opening of the ore. Even had this not been the case, this plan must 
necessarily have proved a failure, because it is impossible, in furnaces 
so constructed, to introduce and control the requisite amount of air 
necessary for complete oxidation, and at the same time maintain 
and control the temperature of the ore. 

The English experience in the Cleveland district afforded him no 
guide, and the only kiln approaching in result what Mr. Taylor de- 
sired to accomplish was the Westman gas kiln, extensively used in 
Sweden for the purpose not only of desulphurising the hard mag- 
netites of that country, but also for roasting all other magnetic ores 
making them open and porous. But as this kiln necessitated an ex. 
cessive amount of labour and gas from the blast furnace, little en- 
couragement was found in that quarter. Some six or eight months 
spent in building, altering, and experimenting with the lime kiln 
process of solid fuel having convinced him that a complete roasting 
in that way was practically out of the question, his attention was 
turned to a gas kiln. The essential advantages claimed for Mr. 
Taylor’s kiln are—complete control of the temperature, gaseous fuel 
only being used, although no objection has been found, but, on the 
contrary, perhaps a little advantage at times, to the introduction of a 
very small quantity of coal-dust mixed with the ore; uniform heating 
of the ore to any temperature required at the point desired; entire 
control of the ore after it is heated in an oxidising atmosphere; eco- 
nomy of working, as no heat need be lost or extracted with the ore ; 
economy of construction; a 50-ton kiln costing about $1500 only 
with a minimum cost in wear and tear; and rapidity of working; the 
capacity of a kiln of (say) 16 ft. outside diameter, divided into (say) 
seven shutes, being about 50 tons of ore per day. nit 

For driving a kiln at this rate—four men per shift, and the gas- 
about 75 lbs. anthracite coal per ton of ore are required. The ore 
used is broken down to go through (say) a 4-in. ring, and no fine ore 
of any amount goes in, as a kiln will not drive if much fine ore is 
used. The ores that have been hitherto roasted contained from 2 to 
4 per cent. of sulphur, which has been readily reduced to 4 and } per 
cent. The roasted ore works very easily in the blast-furnace, and ex- 
perience has taught that,if not too lean, iron can be made with 1} ton 
of coal. These kilns can also be used to great advantage for many 
other purposes than the expulsion of sulphur from iron ore. ; 





DyNAMO-ELECTRIC Moror.—At the Mannheim Industrial Exhibi- 
tion over 8000 persons have been conveyed at the rate of nearly 
3 miles an hour by an electric lift, invented by Dr. Werner Siemens, 
of Berlin. The lift is quite safe, the cage being suspended by two 
wire-ropes, which pass over drums, and carry counterweights to 
balance the ordinary average load. ‘To raise or lower the lift, there- 
fore, only a slight additional power is required. This is supplied in 
the form of an electric current from a dynamo-electric generator on 
the ground, and it is conducted to a second dynamo-machine attached 
tothe carriage. The propulsion is effected by meansofa metal ladder 
orrack,which runsup the middle of the shaft or passage of the lift,and 
into this rack work two toothed wheels carried by the lower part of 
the framework of the carriage. These wheels are driven by the re- 
volving armatures of the dynamo-machine on the car by means of an 
endless screw. The current is led from the stationary generator to 
the moving one by conductors running up the sides of the ladder and 
two metal rollers which make contact with them, and are connected 
to the armature of the machine. The return part of the circuit is 
formed of the metal wires by which the carriage is suspended. 

Economic PumMp.—An improved chain-pump, invented and manu- 
factured by Mr. Francois Martin, mecanicien, of Rue Laugier aux 
Ternes, Paris, who is already well known to many users of the Bastier 
pump, is at present successfully working in Paris raising water from 
a depth of 11 metres. The cistern into which the water is pumped 
measures 450 litres, so that it was readily ascertained by experi- 
ments made by the users of the pump that from 4000 to 4500 litres 
per minute is raised. The diameter of the suction tubes is 40 milli- 
metres, the length 5 metres, 20 centimetres with the bell. The second 
tube is 45 millimetres in diameter, and 6 metres long. The little 
pulley at the bottom of the pit is done away with, and the pulley 
which carries the chain is only 75 centimetres in circumference, and 
the pistons are 3 metres apart. It will be readily understood that 
the pump is now very simple, and not liable to get out of order, 
whilst it can be sold to the user very cheaply, and yet leaves a large 
profit to the manufacturers. 

COLLIERY MANAGERS’ PockET Book, ALMANAC, AND DIARY.— 
The twelfth annual edition of this useful pocket book (London: 
Hutchings, Hutton-street, Whitefriars) has just been issued, and the 
editor—Mr. W. Fairley, M.E.—may be congratulated upon the energy 
he has displayed in keeping the contents fully up to date. The 
scientific notes have been curtailed by about one-eighth, by the omis- 
sion of matter seldom referred to, and the book is thereby made 
somewhat more portable. It will prove a useful companion to col- 
liery officers, and as such will save them much time and trouble in 
determining practical questions which constantly occur. 

THE FIRE-DAMP INDICATOR.—The announcement of the death 
of Mr. George Frederick Ansell, the inventor of the fire-damp indi- 
eator, will be received with general regret. That the instrument 
was of no practical utility was demonstrated in the Mining Journal 
at the time of its introduction, and more than one of the Govern- 
ment Inspectors publicly expressed the same view; but the invention 
was unquestionably ingenious, and was put forward with the best 
possible intention. 

THE TUNNER OPEN-HEARTH PrROCESS.—An important modifica- 
tion of the open-hearth process has been introduced at the Phoenix 
Works, at Ruhrort, and has been described by Prof. Peter von I'unner, 
the celebrated German metallurgist. The two open-hearth furnaces 
of the establishment are run on charges ranging from 72 to 10 tons, 
of which one-quarter is hematite pig, while three-quarters is selected 
scrap, and from which steel of mild quality is to be made. The 
charge is melted after four hours. A 1-in. tuyere, coated with clay, 
is then introduced through the working door. Through this tuyere 
blast is forced into the bath at a pressure of 7 to 8 lbs. per square 
inch, the result being that after 15 minutes blowing the carbon is 
brought down to 0°15 per cent. The main trouble experienced until 
now with this method is that the hearth suffers so severely that only 
one charge can be got out in twelve hours. , 

RHONDDA JUNCTION WELSH STEAM COAL CompANy.—It is 
understood that Fowler’s steam coal collieries at Pontypridd, locally 
known as the Marine Rhondda, have been sold to a London company 
formed by Mr. F. W. Bird. The collieries have been for seven months 
idle, and in voluntary liquidation. The liquidator, however, we 
learn, has kept the workings in repair, so that by the time when 
negociations will have been fully completed the collieries will be in 
a position to commence working at once. The taking embraces ove! 
800 acres of the steam coal measures, &c., and the coal well known 
for its excellent quality commands a ready sale, so that a large 
number of colliers will be employed.
